The Inevitable Mother-in-Law Stands in the Rear In- 
fluencing the Daughter Agaiust Her Husband-- 
A Family Game Played on the Great Ac- 
.tor for Fifty Thousand Dollars,

New York, October 15.—A dramatic paper pub- 
lished to-day an account of the separation of Edwin 
Booth from his wife. The formal parting took 
place last Friday, and that night Mr. Booth did not 
finish his performance of Othello, Samuel Piercy 
taking his place inthe cast. The friends of Mr 
Booth say the cause of his illness wasan overdose 
of morphine. 
liquor. The story, as told in the Dramatic Times, 
is as follows: 

on Monday of this week Mr Edwin Booth went to 
reside at the Brunswick, on Fifth avenue, with his 
daughter Edwina, leaving the Windsor, where he 
has been residing ever since his return to this coun- 
try. Atthe same time Mrs Edwin Booth left the 
Windsor, with her mother, Mrs J H McVieker, and 
her stepfather, Mr McVieker, to live with them af 
the house they have rented on Fifty-third street, 
near Sixth avenue. Itis the house owned by Mr 
Henry € Jarrett. Some of those who see Mrs Booth 
most frequently say that she cannot possibly sur- 
vive herillness. Yet others, who know her well, 
say that she is much better and will live, and that 
the reports of her dying condition are printed fora 
purpose. They point tothe fact that on several 
oceasions lately she has been out driving in the 
park, 

Mr Edwin Booth is almost heart-broken, over this 
seduration, which has been brought aboufby othet 
people, who seem to have an interest in fomenting 
trouble between man and wife. Mr Booth hasal- 
ways been a most devoted husband. They were 
pointed to as the model of what marriage) should 
be. Mr Booth himself has had two idols/for the 
past few years—his wife and his daughter. Mr 
Booth’s love for her husband has been touching 
and sincere. 

Estrangeinent began about a yearago Or more, 
andin that unaccountable way for which there 
seems to be no explanation. A coldness sprang up, 
which was added to by soi di tint friends. Mr Booth 
during all this time was affected beyond descrip- 
tion. Heis of a highly sensitive, nervous. organi- 
zation, aud what he endeavored to avoid only 
seemed to come in with double force. In the midst 
of it the question of a will came to add full flame 
to what was only a smoldering fire. It seems that 
yeors ago Mr. Booth had deeded to his wife proper- 
tyin Chicago. During the beginning of her illness 
she made a will leaving this property to her mother. 

We do not care to go into details of what was, and 
still is, purely a family matter. Mr Booth thought, 
and still thinks, he is right, and his love and devo- 
tion tohis wife bears witnessin his favor. Mrs 
Booth,on the other hand, and probably with the ob- 
stinacy that often accom panies serious illness;consid- 
ered that she was acting fof the best. Nothing like 
a dispute ever occurred between them. Mr Booth, 
ever watchful, ever tender, never so mucly as allud- 
ed to what he considered ajwrong,

BUYING CONFEDERATE BONDS. 


A Talk with the Agent of the English Speculators. 

NEW York, October 15—Raphael J Moses adver- 
tises to-day his wish to buy one million dollars of 
confederate bonds, and. expresses a willingness to 
pay for them at the rate of one-quarter of one per 
cent. <A reporter this afternoon visited Mr Moses in 
his office in Wall street. On a chair in the office 
was a pile of $1,000, $100 and $50 confederate bonds, 
mestof them with a.single coupon cut off. Thein- 
scription on one of t' e series bore witness that the 
principal would be paid at the seat of the confed- 
erate government’ on the first day of September, 
18381.., 

Mr Moses said in reply to questions: ‘‘I am buy- 
ing these bonds and paying $2 50 a thousand for 
them. I have already purchased more than one 
million dollars worth and have advertised for one 
million more. Lam buying them in accordance 
with orders from correspondents abroad, but I do 
not care to sa¥ where these correspondents are, nor 
dol know what they intend to do with them or how 
they hope to realize on them. Personally, I would 
not give a cent for all you could bring me, but [am 
simply acting as an agent ard obey orders without 
asking questions,’’ 

“Do you think it would be worth while to hold 
on to these bonds in the hope ofa rise?’ was 
asked. ‘‘No, I do not, for I understand that the 
market on the other side is weaker. I do not know 
how théy are quoted there, but on Tuesday I re- 
ceived » dispatch that the market was giving way, 
and yesterday received another dispatch that the 
bonds were selling slowly.”’ 

“Where are these bonds coming from?”’ 

“From all parts of the south. I[ sent circulars to 
allthe banks in the south offering to purchase 
these bonds at $250 per thousand, and have re- 
ceived some from almost every one. The First 
national bank of Memphis sent a dispatch to me 
this morning saying that they had forwarded $21),- 
iY worth of them.”’ 

The reporter made inquiries among other brokers, 
and was told that there were several of them en- 
gauged in buying these bonds, and that quotations 
riuged from $2 to 33 per $1,000. He was not able, 
however, to discover any one who was willing to 
pay the last-named price. 

Mr Moses is aboutforty years of age and son of 
Raphael J Moses (father and son bearing the same 
name), a prominent lawyer and politician of Col- 
umbus, Ga, from which city Mr R J Moses, Jr, also 
a lawyer, removed to New York city about teh years 
ago, where he commenced the practice of law and 
has there continued ever since.

THE COTTON CROP. 


The Washington and New Orleans Reports. 
NEW ORLEANS, October 15—The following is a 
suinmary of thespecial dispatches to the Democrat 


from all portions of the south, showing the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop to date. 

Alabama—The weather has been fine for picking; 
some damage is reported to have been done from 
worms, Which have recently appeared; three- 
fourths of a crop will be produced, and three-fourths 
of the crop has been guthered. 

Arkansas—Weather very favorable, The yield, as 
compared with last year, is fully fifty per cent short, 
damage being done by the drouth and worms; the 
secoud growth of cotton produced by the recent 
rains has proved more productive than the first. 

Louisiana—The weather has been admirable for 

jicking and labor abundant; the entire crop will 

‘picked by the end of the month; the second 
gyowth of cotton has proved delusive and the gen- 
erul condition better than it was two weeks ago. 

Mississippi—The prospects of the  cot- 
tou crop have materially improved 
(during the last two weeks: the weather h«s been 
fine and picking is progressing; 80 percent of the 
crop is already picked. Three-iourths of acrop will 
be raised, 

Texas—There have been frequent rains but pick- 
ing has progressed, and much of the crop is picked. 
One-half of a crop will be raised. 

Tennessee—The weather has been rainy, interfer- 
ing with picking. Howsver, it will be all through 
with by November Ist, 

WASHINGTON, October 15.—The following returns 
of the condition of the cotton crop up to October the 
Ist have been received atthe department of agri- 
culture. The cotton returns give the condition of 
only 68, being a decline of 4 percent since the re- 
turus of september. Compared with the returus re- 
ceived at the same time last year there is a decrease 
of 15 per cent. 

The following is a summary of the reports by 
States and the number of counties that reported 
in each state: 

North Carolina, 45 counties reporting, gives an 
average of 69; South Carolina, 18 counties reporting 
rives an average of 63; Georgia. 62 counties report- 
ing, gives an average of 73; Florida, 15 counties re- 
porting, gives an average of &2; Alabama, 31 coun- 
ties reporting, gives an average of 75; Mississippi, 
3S counties. reporting, gives an average of 68; Lou- 
isiana, 14 counties reporting, gives an average of 
75; Texas, 62 counties reporting, gives an average 
of 60: Arkansas, 4 counties reporting, gives an 
average of 50; Tennessee, 25 counties reporting, 
vives an average of 58. 

The weather is generally reported as favorable, 
although in some sections the drouth is still men- 
tioned as prevailing. Iu almost all sections the 
failure of the top crop, together with much shed- 
ding of the bolls, is reported.

WASHINGTON, October 15.—Senator Mahone was 
arrested to-night and bound overto keep the peace 
with a view to preventing him from engaging ina 
duel with General Jubal A Early. The arrest was 
made at the instance of Samuel Strong, who to-day 
received information that Mahone had accepted a 
challenge from Early. 

Mahone was taken before Judge Snelb, of the po 
lice court, at the latter’s residence, where he stated 
that no challenge had been received from Early, 
and that their dilficulties had been composed. Ma- 
hone was released on his own personal bond.

Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

In yesterday’s first edition of the State there ap- 
peared all editorial Written by Richard 
F Beirne, junior editor, in reference 
to the alleged confession of W Leigh Wilson, about 
the Blair letters in the course of which Beirne 
denounced Captain H H Riddleberger, as being un- 
worthy of belief. In a later edition of the same 
paper there appeared a card of Hon George 
>) Wise, autographed last night, also denounc- 
ing Captain Riddleberger as a liar and: a seoundrel, 

Since that time the public has been much ex- 
cited in anticipation of hostile meetings between 
the parties named. At about six o’clock this even- 
ing Capt. Riddleberger and two friends were seen 
to alight from a carriage at the office of the 
Whig. Soon thereafter it became generally re- 
ported that he had had a meeting with both. 
From the best information now objainable 
the following particulars are given: -Upon the ap- 
pearance of the paper containing Mr Beirne’s edito- 
rial, Captain Riddleberger sent that gentleman a 
challenge to mortal combat, and but a short time 
after, the second edition, with Captain Wise’s card 
had made its appearance, the latter gentleman 
received a similar invitation from Captain Riddle- 
berger. All parties left the city last evening to 
avoid arrest, and arrangements were speedily made 
for two affairs. Messrs Riddleberger and Bierne, 
accompanied by their respective friends, metats 
o clock this morning near Ashland, in Henry coun 
ty. but when everything was in readiness and the 
seconds had proceeded to load the weapons, it was 
foundthat by an oversight of oueof Mr Bierne’s 
friends no caps had been provided for the pistols, the 
result was that hostilities were for the time suspend- 
ed, as it was impossible to obtain the necessary am- 
munition Within any short time. Captain Riddle- 
berger would wait no longer and left the grounds 
in order to fulfilan engagement he had with Cap- 
tain Wise. The place chosen for the ‘second 
meeting was near Ilenry eounty turn- 
pike, about ten miles from Richmond, 
Both parties were promptly on the ground at four 
o’ clock this afternoon. In this case nothing had 
been left undone or unprovided, and in a few mo- 
ments the principals were placed opposite 
each other at a distance of ten 
paces, armed with regular smooth bore 
dueling pistols and prepared for the deadly 
work, Upon the first fire Captain Wise’s weapon 
snapped, but he remained unhurt by his opponent’s 
fire. This was followed by two other rounds with- 
out either of the combatants being hurt. It is re- 
ported that Captain Wise’s hat was perforated by 
the ball, while Captain Riddleberger was pierced 
by the ball. At the end of the third 
round the friends of both stepped 
forward and declared that the vindication 
had been ample, and that hostilities should cease. 
A mutual explanation was then made and an ami- 
cable adjustment reached. Both gentlemen are re- 
ported to have behaved bravely, holding their posi- 
tions without change during the whole time occu- 
pied by the hree rounds.

CRIME IN CARROLL. 


A BRACE OF MURDERERS CON- 
VICTED. 


A Heavy Criminal Docket, That has in Its List Sev- 
eral Sensatious--The Conviction of Two Mur- 
derers--A History of the Orimes for 
Which They are to Pay Penalty. 


CARROLLTON, October 14.—The present session of 
the superior court is making a record which will be 
a memorable one. The juries seem determined to 
execute the law no matter how severe the penalty 
or where the blow may fall. 

Two young white men now in jail have ghastly 
visions of the gallows dancing before their eyes. 
These are the only murder cases tried so far but 
there are four or five others for trial. 

Last Monday the jury in the case of The State 
aguinst James E Hanvey, zharged with the murder 
of Arthur McMullen in July last, brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty without recommendation, the sen- 
tence of whieh will be death. Last night at at 10 
o’clock the jury in the case of The State against 
William L Moon, for the murder of John B Ward in 
January last, returned the same verdict. 

The facts in the Hrnvey case have already been 
detailed in THe Constitution, The testimony in 
the Moon case was voluminous and conflicting, but 
the theory of the state, as sustained by its witnesses 
and which must have been the one accepted by the 
jury, was as follows: 

On the morning of the 4th of January last, about 
10 o'clock, William L Moon purchased from L C 
Mandeville, a merchant of ihis place, a double-bar- 
relled shot-gun, also powder,and squirrell and Buck 
shot. Laterin the day he was met by a Mr Burns, 
who accosted him about the gun. ‘Yes,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘I am going to kill a rabbit with it,’’ Mr 
Bufns remarked: ‘‘It’s too late to rabbit hunt, the 
snow is all gone,’’ to which Mr Moon again replied: 
‘I know wherel can find one rabbit I can kill,”’ 
and passed on. Shortly afterward, Moon and 
William Wallace were together at-a grocery. Moon 
said: “I am going to kill John Ward before 
three days, Do you see that old double-barrelled 
shot gun yonder? I bought it for that very busi- 
ness, and, by God, I am going to use it.’’ 

Henry Aiken swore that he met Moon on the road 
and Moon said, ‘‘lam going to killa buck, and John 
Ward is the d—n rascal.’’ 

JM Stephens swore thaton the 4th of January 
last, between sundown and dark, he (witness) and 
John Ward went tothe house of Jessie Robinson, 
about three miles east of Carrollton. Moon and 
Eliza Robinsou were in front of the house near the 
gate; when within about thirty steps of them Moon 
threw a double-barreled shotgun from his shoulder, 
presented it, and demanded their names; witness 
answered, ‘“‘Stephens and Ward.’’ Moon replied, 
“Allright, your friend.’’ They advanced, witness 
being in front. Moon again presented his gun on 
Ward and with an oath exclaimed, wd 
will kill you.’’ Ward sprang forward and 
seized the gun when Moon demand- 
ed. “Turn my gun loose.’’ Ward asked, ‘Is it 
loaded?’ Moon repeated his demand and Ward 
repeated his question. Moon then replied, ‘‘No, it 
ain’t loaded, turn it loose.’’ Ward asked. ‘‘If I turn 
it loose, will you let me alone?’’ Moon answered, 
“Yes.’’ Ward then walked away, and was in the 
act of stepping over a fence, about fifteen paces off, 
when Moon fired upon him, thirteen buckshot and 
a quantity of small shot entering the nip, breaking 
the thigh bone just below the joint. Ward died 
next day. Moon was immediately arrested and 
placed in jail. He was put upon trial for murder 
on Tuesday morning last, and last night, after an 
absence of an hour and a half the jury returned 
with a verdict as before mentioned. 

Moon had evinced the liveliest interest in every 
movement during his trial. He evidently realized 
his desperate situation. Occasionally his eyes 
would fill with tears, and it was withan evident 
struggle thathe could contain himself. He had 
bui little idea that the jury would return the harsh 
verdict they did. When it was read a look of most 
unufterable anguish spread over his face which 
wus butan index of the harrowings of his soul. 
The fountains of his tears seemed dried and he sat 
transtixed. When returning tothe jail he reeled 
like a drunken man and leaned heavily on his 
guards. He is thoroughly unnerved, He was 
placed in the same cell with Hanvey. 

Hanvey during his trial exhibited a most stoical 
indifference, and passes.much of his time in utter- 
ing impreeations upon those who had anything to 
do with his conviction. He declares that he will 
never be hung. He is about twenty-five years old, 
of tine physique, weighing perhaps 165 pounds. 
Moon is perhaps thirty, of slender build and weighs 
probably 130 pounds. 

I visited them to-night in their ceil, and found 
them upon a pallet. They aroseas I entered and 
greeted me cordially. To my question asto how 
they were getting on, Hanvey replied: 

“Oh,I am getting along pretty well: I don’t know 
how Dock (Moon) is feeling, though.’’ 

“Tam not feeling so well,’’ Moon renpaneed, “2 
have beerf having so much trouble of late and my 
mind has been worried and bothered so.’’ 

“What do you think of your prospects, Hanvey”’’ 

“IT don’t hardly know. I suppose my lawyers are 
trying to get a new trial. You know a man never 
gives up hope till he dies.’ 

“What of yours, Moon?’’ 

‘I don’t know what can be done. 
what my lawyers expect to do.”’ 

“What do you do during the day?’’ 

To this Moon made no response. Hanvey replied: 

“I walk about over the for exercise and read, 
[am reading up on history now.”’ 

Hanvey talks freely, and occasionally smiles. 
Moon's cyes were swollen and he spoke only in an- 
swer to direct questions and then in monosyHables 
merely. They will be sentenced to-morrow.

Whelesale Arrests of the People by the British 
Gevernment. 

LONDON, October 15—Details of the hurricane in 
England show thatit has been the most disastrous 
known for years. But few continental or provincial 
telegrams have been received. There was consid- 
erable damage done to shipping. 

New Yorx«k¥ October 15—The wires in England are 
still down and communication with London is slow 
and very uncertain. There is only one direct wire 
from Valencia. London, and most of the land wires 
connecting with cables between England and the 
continentare broken. It will take considerable 
time to repair the wiresand in the meantime mes- 
sages for transmission are accumulating and busi- 
ness is many hours behind. 

LONDON, October 15.—The London parks are 
strewn with fallen timber. Many boats are aground 
in the river Thames and steamboat traffic suspend- 
ed. Very few places in England have escaped 
damage by the siorm. Four hundred small trees 
were blown down in Southwark. Shipping 
casualities are numerous, but no great disaster is 
reported. Owing to the breaking down of telegragh 
wires the meteorological office is unable to record 
observations, 

The gale inflicted severe damage to property in 
parts of the country, and several persons were killed 
und manyinjured. Houses were unroofed and 
unfinished buildings collapsed. It is reported that 
forty-five tishermen were lost at Burnmouth and 
Eyemouth, Scotland. 

The death is announced of the Right Rev. James 
Brown, Roman Cathvlic bishop of Shrewsbury, at 
the age of 69.

Atameeting of 3,000 persons in Belfast on Fri- 
day, at Which twenty Catholic priests were present, 
a general strike souinet rent was advised as long 
as Parnell remained in_ prison. A sim- 
ilar meeeting was held aut Limerick, 
Mr Parnell says his arrest will not interfere with 
Mr O'Connor’s proposed mission to America.. In 
replying to a visitor, Mr Parnell said he did not 
think his arrest would have any’ prejndicial 
effect on the land league organization, 
and that he did not believe that the 
government contemplated suppressing the league. 
All the measures, he said, to guide and carry on 
the league have been arranged and he recommend- 
ed that there be no change in its policy. Mr Parnell 
has asked the governor of the prison for permission 
to work in the carpenter shop. 

Little credence is givento the report that Mr 
O’Connor has escaped on board acollier. A few 
hours after Quinn’s arrest, two detectives visited 
the Imperial hotel and inquired for Mr O'Connor. 
fiiquiriess were then made in other parts of Dublin, 
but withuot effeet. 

The Freeman’s Journal states that Mr Sexton had 
a serious relapse after his arrest. 

Mr O’ Kelley was heartily cheered when leaving 
the Imperial hotel after his arrest. John Heffer- 
man, of the Cork branch of the land league, who 
was recently released, has been rearrested and con- 
veyed to Limerick jail. Other warrants are in the 
hands of the Cork police aguinst prominent mem- 
bers of the Cork league. The rearrest of Dillon 
causes the most intense feeling. 

An immense crowd assembled in Sackville street, 
opposite the Imperial hotel, where the members are 
inthe habit of staying, in view of the possibility 
of Mr Biggar making a speech. After resisting the 
attempts of the police to disperse them, they fol- 
lowed Mr Biggar to the office of the league. 

This morning a further warrant was served on 
Mr. Parnell, charging him with being reasonably 
suspected of having, since September 50th, been 
guilty of treasonable practices as a principal. 

Mr O’' Prien, editor of United Ireland, was arrest- 
ed to-day, while walking along Sackville street. He 
was formerly well known as a correspondent of the 
Freeman’s Journal. 

Mr Dillon was arrested to-day at his own residence 
and was accompanied to jail by a mounted 
escort. The whole affair was managed 
so quietly and promptly that the public were not 
aware of the arrest until the issuance of special 
editions of evening papers announcing it. 

Instructions have been telegraphed to every mil- 
itary station in Ireland enjoining vigilance,and fly- 
ing columns are held in readiness for immediate 
movement. The number of troops now in Dublin 
is 5,000. Every sentry is provided with twenty 
rounds of ball.

My observation is that even without any active 
partic ipation of the south as_ exhibitors the expo- 
sition would be a success. The south is looked to 
for business by the rapidly developing north, and 
manufacturers are here from every leading city 
above Mason and Dixon’s line to bid for the money 
of ovr prosperous people. This evidence of a desire 
for an interchange of trade is an omen of vast signi- 
fiecance, Itis the foundation of the success of the 
exposition. An exhibitor from New England told 
me he saw the hour of awakening in the south. He 
predicted her great draft on the north for money 
for manufacturing purposes; he believed her 
spirit of independence was’ growing with 
he ‘r successful ventures, and, said he:

southern mines and lands, nextin joining in erect- 
ing southern factories, and to cap the climax, in 
coming among us to the exposition to getin on the 
tide of the new world of supply and demand. The 
spectacle of 700 laborers ¢ ‘rowding ten buildings of 
firm and strong proportions into Atlanta’s beau- 
tiful park to receive, in miniature, the mechanical 
wealth and experience of all this continent and of 
part of Europe, isa grander victory for cotton than 
ever followed the thunder and glare of barbarian 
powder. From Atlanta to the seas, east and west, 
flows a better brotherhood in place of bad blood.

Tt is the success of the exposition which has made 
ita failure atthe beginning. If the original plans 
had been strictly adhered to it would have attracted 
little attention outside of those whoare interested 
jin the cultivation, purchase, sale, or manufacture 
As it is, or will be, the whole country 
will take notice of it: for it will be a world's fair of 
the most respectable magnitude. It is not possible 
to form a correct idea of the extent of itin its 
present incomplete condition. It has been 
open a week, and yet it is net 
open. Visitors are not refused admittance, 
butthe managers and exhibitors would a little 
rather they would not come. They would get in the 
way and rdtard the progress of ‘the work, and it 
would eat be strange if they would form a wrong 
impression, go away dissatisfied, and discourage 
others from coming. Fortunately the attendance 
thus far has not been so large as to work great dam- 
age in that direction. It is the biggest enterprise of 
the kind the south has ever had anything to do 
with, and if you will pardon another paradox, the 
south has nothing to do with this. Perhaps a few 
public spirited men of Atlanta have subscribed lib- 
erally toward the enterprise, and if they have not 
done so I do not wish to find it out, but the thing 
was conceived at th¢ east, nursed by the north, and 
fed by the west.

This little volume is divided into two parts— 
studies in eloquence, and studies in logic, to which 
isadded a series of supplemental notes, Of this 
book, as of nearly all books of its class, it may fairly 
be said that what it sets out to teach is best Iearned 
withoutit. Not even a professor in the Boston uni- 
versity can teach eloquence; he cannot describe 
it: he cannot even = adequately describe 
its results. Heecan describe logic, but he cannot 
teach it. All this, however, is probably more than 
Professor Townsend aims todo. This being under- 
stood, his little book is of unusual interest to stu- 
dents—indeed, itds of special value, for it embodies 
in convenient shape an amount of scholarly com- 
ment and information not to be found in the same 
space elsewhere. 

Tuer THEME OF OUR NATIONAL EXISTENCE, as shown 
by the action of the government of the United 
States since 1861. By John C Hurd, LL D, author 
of “The Law of Freedom and Bondage in the 
United States.’’ Boston: Litde, Brown & Co. 

Of all the books printed before or since the war 
we are of the opinion that the student of oursys- 
tem of government—if, indeed, we have any well 
established system—will find this the most enter- 
taining and suggestive. It is a book written to 
discovera fact—the fact of our political existence. 
It is not conclusive, neither is it inconclusive; but 
it constitutes a contribution of permanent impor- 
tance to our political literary. It is not an argu- 
ment but anexamination of arguments; cold and 
logical examination, in which the identity of the 
author ix lost in the honest egotism of the citizens. 
Mr Hurd starts out with the declaration that it is 
much harder to make men scea difficulty than to 
make them understand the explanation, and he 
thereupon proceeds to discuss questions of absorb- 
ing interest that have never before been adcquately 
discussed, But, after all, it is mere discussion. 
According to Mr Hurd arguments are to be received 
only as arguments—opinions as opinions. Therefore 
all statements of the nature and cause of the fact of 
our political existence must be inconclusive and 
unsatisfactory. The inquiry, where does authority 
reside, in the people as a mass, or in 
the people of the several political com- 
munities as a whole? will never be satis- 
factorily answered. Wars may settle it in effect, 
but notin fact. With the citizen it will always remain 
a question, not of loyalty, but of opinion.

Should either of these cus- 
ualties occur prior to October 6, ISS2, a notification 
would be immediately issued by the secretary of 
state to the different state governors calling for the 
appointment in the usual manner of ¢lectors of pres- 
ident and vice-president within thirty-four days 
of December 6, 1882, and the electors thereupon 
chosen would meet and give their votes upon the 
date just named. The term of the newly-elected 
resident aud vice president would begin on the 
see of Mareh following. Mr. Davis would 
therefore exercise the presidential function until 
Mareh 4, 1883. Should President Arthur die while 
Mr. Davis remains president protempore of the 
senate, Mr. Davis would co inustanti acquire a 
vested right to the suecession. It would be too late 
for a majority of the senate to displace him witha 
view to putting somebody else in the white house, 
He would, of course, at once cease to be president 
pro ten pore of the senate, or even a member of 
that body.

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Y GARFIELD'S MEMORY. 


A SERMON BY REV. ATTICUS G. 
HAYGOOD 


Before the Students of Emory College on the Sunday | 


After Opening Day--The Life and Cheracter of 
the Dead President as an Incentive to 
the Young of the Nation. 

“He being dend yet speaketh.’’—Hebrew xi, 4. 
A man must do his work while he lives: if he has 
lived well his best influence comes after he is dead. 
This is one compensation the world has in the death 
of its best men—‘‘their good lives after them.” To 
this day Vaul preaches the doctrine of obedience 


and the gospel of faith. 

As we use language it is proper to say that James 
president of the United 
States, is But in every sense 
that is truest and most important he 
lives: and “‘he being dead yet speaketh,”’ Before 
speaking of him to you, my pupils, and of some of 
the lessons taught by his life and death, there are 
seane facts of great and genera! interest that deserve 
recall. a : Pig! 

First—the fact of the world’s interest In this man. 
During the long period of his sufferings, the state- 
ment of his case, its symptoms, treatment and pos- 
sible issue, morning after morning, interested more 
people than any other subject of private or public 
concern, Every newspaper in the world published 
the bulletins issued by his physicians. More has 
been printed, read, set ic and thought 
than was ever written, read, sai 
or thought during the same period of time concern- 
ing any other ruler of any pation In any time. va- 
poleon did never, during any eleven wecks of his 
extraordinary career, command so much of the 
world’s attention. ee 

The possibility of the concentration of the world’s 
interest upon one man is illustrative of the progress 
of the arts and inventions of our time. It was 
never possible before. When President Harrison 
dicd it was six weeks before the fact was known in 
every county east of the Mississippi river. steam 
and electricity bring all nations nearer to each 
other than imagination coneeived to be pos 
sible a‘century ago. The news from the illustri- 
ous sufferer’s Chainber outran the sun in his course 
throuvh the heavens. In every city and large town 
in the civilized world tidings from President Gar- 
field's sick bed were read and discussed before 
breakfast. 

Such factsare worthy of consideration by thought- 
ful people. We talk of the wonders of foriner Uines, 
but these are the wonderful times. We should 
thank God that we live in such an age. But 
we should speck of these things with humility; 
there is every reason to believe that another gener- 
ation will be so far outstrip us that we will 
be esteemed slow in our movements and 
meagre inour plans. Yetit isa fearful thing to 
live in such an age. Alas! that we 
do not realize our responsibilities! That 
we know not the language of . God's 
Providence in our own history; that we read so 
imperfectly the signs ofthese Umes. _ 

But of more importance than the swift transnmis- 
sion of intelligence is the deep and heartfelt inter 
est the president's case excited in all civilized and 
Christian countries. The remark need not be 
qualified by such adjectives, for messages of re- 
spectfulr condolence came from Mohammedan 
countries, and even poor heathen China and 
Japan, It is idie to sneer and say, this was the 
language of mere diplomacy. It was the language 
of human nature expressing itssympathy fora sut- 
ferer and its interest in a brother man, exalted by 
the circumstances of his position and the nobleness 
of his character inte an object of universal interest. 

While he lingered in suffering and the continnu- 
ance of his life inspired a hope of his recovery, de- 
youtsouls were praying for him in almost every 
nation. In our own country I do not believe there 
was one Christian man, woman, or child, who did 
not pray the good iod tospare his life. In England 
and on the continent of Europe, in all languages, 
Christian people jéined in oursupplications, Prot- 
estants and Romanists preyed for him; so did Mo- 
hammedans and Jews, And thousands who had 
no personal faith said “‘amen’’ to the .universal 
prayer. 

Was there ever so impressive a ceremonial as 
the funeral of our martyred - president? 
Would it be exagreration to say that fifty thousand 
bells were tolling the day they buried him’ And 
many bells were tolling beyond the sea at the hour 
fifty millious of people in our own land paused in 
their toils to lay him to his rest. The queen of Eng- 
land sent floral tributes for his bier, and in her 
court were worn the badges of mourning. These 
facts will be remembered among the marvellous 
things of history. They illustrate in reality what we 
teach in theory-—the brotherhood of the human 
race. 

In our own country millions of prayers were 
offered that God would spare to the nation the life 
of the man whom every decent man respected and 
every true ivan Was learuing to love. These prayers 
were more reimarkable for their intense eariecstuess 
than even for their number. 

in the cuim review of these months of anxious 
supplication 1 am constrained to believe that for the 
most part our prayers Were sadly, fatally defective 
iu one essential respect—contession. There is a 
sense in Which the blood of this man is upon usall. 
if we do not repentit will be upon our children 
also. It is as cruel us it is false to charge his death 
upon any party, or upoll any section of any party, 
so far as purpose, or plan o¢ approval is concerned. 
But this ado believe: the shot of 
the altogether accountable madman 
who struek him down was but the 
final expression of the rancorous hates that have 
diszraced and dishonored our politics forai least 
three decades of bitter years. 

Only consider, during the life-time of one genera: 
tion the two leading sections of this country have 
been arrayed against each other asif they were 
natural enemies. It had almost come to puss that 
a northern man was suspected as untrue to his see- 
tion ifhe did notdenounce “the south:’’ that a 
southern man’s loyalty to his own people was ques- 
tioned if he did not denounce “‘the north.’”’ We 
had nearly eliminated al] geographical significance 
from the phrases ‘the north’? and “the south.’’ 
Where national issues have entered into 
our politics democrats have cursed 
republicans and republicans have 
cursed democrats, there is perhaps nothing in the 
history of any people thot contains so much unmit- 
igated hate and prejudice as the literature of Amer- 
can polities for «a generation passed. What I say 
needs no elaborate proof. All political, and many 
religious papers have burned it into our eyes; 
nearly every political spcech has poured it into our 
ears. Language suffered barbarous tortures that 
men might satisfy their passion for abuse and de- 
nunciation. Worse than all this, the language of 
abuse was heard in many pulpits, and bitter speech 
entered into the language of social intereourse. 
It has been heard whereverinen exchanged their 
notions, or gave vent to their prejudices. 
It had become a national vice froin which no sec- 
tion, no party, no classes were free. But I will not 
dwell upon the revolting theme—you understand it 
too well, 

Is there one man or woman in the United States, 
of sufficient intelligence to take interest in public 
affairs and to discuss them, who has not during the 
last twenty years used language concerning politi- 
«al Opponents that pure truth did not justify—lan- 
guage that had its inspiration more or less in sinful 
prejudices and hatreds that vielated and shamed 
the first principles of the gospel of the Son of 
God? here is one such man 
or woman, it wonld be worth a pilgrimage to 
look upov so fairand lovely a soul. Would that | 
kuew such anone! 

One thing is certain: it is only during the last 
three mnenths Uhat there has been an appreciable 
subsidence of this filerce fever of party Passion and 
hate. Alus! that there are alarming symptoms of 
its return to the wasted body of our country. But 
for all this ocean-wide and ocean-deep sin of hatred 
and prejudice there bas been most inadequate con- 
fession. Clamorous in our prayers we have been. 
But if men's feelings are to be judged by their 
speech, there have been few to say for themselves, 
as eXpressing a personai sense of guilt: “Deliver 
me from blood-gulltiness, O God—against Thee, and 
Thee only, have I] dove this evilin Thy sight.’ hl 
may well be that our lack of coufession and peni- 
tence explain the final denial of the prayers of a 
whole nation upon its knees. For certain it is, the 
assassin’s sin is, by somuch as we have added to 
the bitterness afd hatred of our politics, our sin. 
This day I charge it upon you, my hearers, that you 
have been guilty in that vou have fudulged bitter 
hatred and prepidices. This day . confess, with 
shame before God, that [have beeu guilty with you. 

But abusive langudge has not been the worst 
Characteristic of our polities during all these years; 

lying speech has been more than bitter speech. We 
have practiced, asa people, the doctrine that any- 
thing is to be employed that will help our party to 
win. As, for example, the unscrupulous slander of 
candidates for public office, Thus, to give recent 
instances, democrats, who knew it to be a forgery, 
published a letter that Mr Garfield never wrote; re- 
| publicans, who knew what they said to be false, 
> aceused General Hancock of gross and habitual 
— drunkenness. 

Aluvng with bitter and lying speech both parties 
have used corrupt and fraudulent methods. Both 
» parties have bribed and cheated, boughtand sold. 
_ Neither has been free in its political metheds from 
' Violence and cheating. During a visit to New York 
Jast spring I read in the papers full reports of a din- 
hergiven at Delmonico’s. At tht dinner it was 
» @peniy boasted by a man now threatened with pros- 
- @eution for defrauding the goverumenut (and the 
_ boast was applauded to the echo) that a certain 

“State was carried in the election for president by 
tting the money where it would do the most 
And democratic managers used money in 

the same way—when they could get it. 
- Wemay be sure of it, the assassin’s shot is the 
“final expression of the bitterness and prejudice of 
mr politics and of the greed for office that amounts 
ost toa national mania. Let us remember, it 
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million of men the hope of some office 
in the gift of the government. 

I ask you, were not the prayers of our people 
lacking in confession ? : 

Although our prayers lacked both confession and 
adequate penitence, it may be asked: Were they 
not answered? 

The infidel sneers, and some weak disciples feel 
a chill of doubt. Their syllogism runs thus: 

There were never so many prayeis offered by *o 
many people for any one thing; 

Presiceut Garfield died ; 

Therefore God does not hear prayer. 

A most foolish sort of 
this. It would be as good __.. logic 
and as sound sense to say: Millions of men 
have a certain notion upon a subject; God does not 
think of itasthey do. Therefore, God is not wise. 
That is not prayer in any sense, that God has ever 
promised to answer prayer that leaves out submis- 
sion to his will. “If it be possible let this cup pass 
from me: nevertheless, not my will, but thy will be 
done,’ is the formula that enfolds the true signifi- 
cance, and expresses the real essence and rauge of 
prayer. 

but the prayers of God’s people were answered 
in the case o1 the late presideut: 1, In him and in his 
family. Great grace was given to them. They were 
sustuined beyond the power of human fortitude or 
sympath y.2. In the prolongation of his life during 
nearly three months. This gave time for his suc- 
cessor to be personally prepared for the duty that 
has now come upon him, as he could not have been 
prepared had President Garfield died soon aiter he 
was shotdown. 38. During these months the coun- 
try had time to prepare itself for a change of ad- 
ministration. The prolongation of Mr Garfield's 
life saved us from the strain and wrench of asud- 
den change of governinent. 4. But the most conh- 
espicuous and important blessing that has come to 
us during this long period of suffering has been in 
the hearts of the people themselves. It has brought 
them together as they had not been brought to- 
vether in fifty years. It is easy to say things will 
now goon in the old way; sectionalism and party 
bitterness will again assert themselves, If it be so 
—which God in merey ferbid!—it is matter for 
speechiess gratitude that for nearly *yrce months 
there was rest from the torments of these evil spirits. 
I, for one, believe that there is more genuine broth- 
erhood and true national sentiment in the masses of 
the American people to-day than there has been in 
the last half ceniury. A fierce harangue would not 
now by many audiences be listened to with pa- 
tience; a bitter editorial would not, by right- 
minded people, be read atali. As it seems to me, 
James A. Garfield has done, in the providence 
of God on his sick-bed, more to heal the bleeding 
wounds of his country than all others have done 
since the horrid war began. It was worth dying 
for to have done such a work. 

I have said the prayers of the peopie were answer- 
ed, Consider this: thatwhich was uppermost in the 
people’s thoughts was not Mr. Gartield—although 
ihey honored and loved him, and forgot his poli- 
tics—but their country. They believed that he in- 
tended to be the president of the whole nation; 
that his administration would tend to restore the 
lost brotherhood of our people. Hence they prayed 
God tospare him to the country, that this om js 
he might bring to us. This he did, 
in large measure, on his sick bed; this he does in 
his grave at Cleveland, us he could not have done it 
in full health and power in the white house. 
Moreover, this felicity ishis. What he has done in 
the restoration of a true national spiritis dont for 
all time. Lf we will be so foolish and wicked, we 
may forget the lessons, but his work isdone. No 
blunderscan mar it. Happy are-the dead,who while 
living, putin motion a good impulse, or gave the 
world a saving truth. Ofa truth, suchaman ‘be- 
ing dead, yet speaketh.”’ 

But So en this first Sunday of the new college 
year, with nearly a hundred new faces before me, 
I must speak of other aspects of this man’s career. 

1. It was not and is not possible in any country in 
the world but ours. Young men, I have unspeaka- 
ble contempt for that class of persons who, affecting 
foreign airs, orindulging a vain conceit, sneer at 
the institutions of their country. A country is 
worth lovingand dving forin which sucha career 
as Garfield's is possible. 

2. Consider what inspiration there isin his exam- 
ple and character to young men, working and bat- 
Uing without money or powertul friends. Let us 
recall some of the pointsin his life. A widow's son 
in poverty helping his mother; a laborer on a small 
farm; walking the tow-paths of acanal for wages 
many here would scorn—at last starting on foot to 
college with ten dollars in his pocket, working, wait- 
ing, graduating with the honor of his class ut the 
uge of twenty-seven, an ageat which many count 
ita shame to be atschool. Take heart, you brave 
hearted sons of poverty! Many of you are here as 
many like you huve been here before you, and have 
never been dishonered for their poverty. 

Letme inquire. What wasthere in him that 
called forth, during his suffering, such profound 
and universal sympathies? His office had 
something todo withit; not its elevation simply, 
but the fact that he was our president. 

2 Much more his personal character. There was 
inhim that subtle something we call sentiment 
that takes hold of honest people's hearts. Large- 
brained he was, but he was not all brain; he hada 
big, warm heartin him. He was capabte of gener- 
ous emotionsand the people found this out. Men 
forgot the splendid pageantry of his inauguration, 
When they saw him with his great honors fresh 
upou himturn to kiss his proud old mother, of 
whom he was not ashamed in the capitol, 
and to kiss his true wife whom he 
had loved so well. Those meagre souls that cannot 
conceive of an honest act or of a generous impulse 
sneer atsuch manifestations. I have seena few 
who could see nothing beautiful in this scene! 
Mean souls! Such a man would estimate the value 
of his wife by balancing her work with her board. 

5 People believed that Mr Garfield feared God 
and thathe wasa Christian. They had glimpses 
now and then ofa pure hoine life where this man 
and his wifeand children worshipped God. You 
cannot exaggerate this fact in estimating the popu- 
lar interest in him. Blackguards pish-pish! 
such things. Sodoes the devil. 

4. So far as the president was concerned the real 
meas of the popular interest in himis this: he 
was i@ himself a large expression of the true Amer- 
ican idea of this government. That idea embraces 
several facts and principles, of which I mention 
some of the corner-stones, 

1. The perpetual union of these states Thatidea 
Was illustrated at Chattanooga the other day when 
confederate and federal veterans joined together 
in raising our country’s starry tlag over the scene of 
their festival and close by the field of Chicamauga. 
QO, it was a fair sight to see! 

2. An unsec ional administration of the 
government, Mr. Garfield had developed immensely 
in this larger, truer patriotisin within the last year. 

3. A fair chance und equal justice for all men of 
every race. He represented these ideas and senti- 
ments that, despite our quarrels and wars, are at 
last deep down inthe hearts of the people. No 
wonder the people without respect to parties trust- 
ed thatit had been givento him ‘‘to restore Is- 
rael ’’ 

‘This history, this life and death, should empha- 
size and accent for us some duties and principles of 
supiviac importance. 

zt us have done 
and lying and frand and violence 
our politics. It would disgrace heathenism, 
one says: ‘It is no use—they will keep on.’’? Who 
are “they?” You aud 1 are of this ‘‘they.”” You 
and I can see to it that our politics is not ‘“‘set on 
fire of hell.’ Bo not denounce without cause, tell 
no lies, do not defrand, commit no violence, vote 
for no bitter man for amy place. 

2. We should cultivate a true spirit of national 
brotherhood. To say and do things simply to irri- 
tate or injure an opponent, is mean and unworthy 
a civilized, to say nothing of a Christian man. To 
hand down toour children the bitterness of a quar- 
rel, for which they are in nowise responsible, 
is Wig to the country—is asin against man and 
Cod, 

4 We owe a duty to President Arthur. His posi- 
tion is difficult, his burden heavy—his task delicate 
and complicated. We owe hiin respect, patience, a 
fair trial, honest support and our fervent prayers 
that he may have divine grace and help for the 
duties of his great office. 

We cannot afford to return to the old bitter and 
savage way; we cannot forget either our own inter- 
¢stina good government or the world’s stake in 
this best and greatest of all republics that ever 
flourished or fell.

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ATLANTA’S MILITARY POST. 


McPherson Barracks to be Broken Up---The Troops 
Under Orders. 

Atlanta is about to lose the old familiar sound of 
the cannon that salutes the flag which floats over 
McPherson barracks. On yesterday Colonel Hamil- 
ton received a telegraphic order from Adjutant 
General Taylor, of Newport barracks, directing that 
preparations be made for the removal of the troops 
after the first of November, and the sale of the gov- 
ernment property here with a view to abandoning 
the post, The order shad been pre- 
ceded by private telegrams the night 
previous, and was not altogether unexpected at the 
post. Our citizens were not prepared for it, how- 
ever, and considerable surprise Was the result. In 
conversation with a number of men yesterday, a 
representative of Tue CONSTILUTION learned that a 
very general fevling of regret prevailed wherever 
the news wasknown. The ofiicers and men have 
many warm personal friends in Atlata, who will 
regret to see them leave. Aside from this, the 
money spent in the city by the soldiersis consid- 
erable, not less than five or six thou- 
sand dollars 4 month, exclusive of that 
paid out by the government. There are now sta- 
tioned here about three hundred men, half the 
Sth regiment United States artillery. They will 
go to New York harbor and take the place of the 3d 
regiment. The soldiers will be greatly missed, and 
itis hardly known what will become of the old 
barracks. The improvements belong to the gov- 
ernment but the land is leased, The lease has, 
however, about expired. It is expected that the 
troops will leave in about amonth. It bas been 
sugyested that in view of the fact 
that the exposition is going on 
it would bea good idea to let the Third regiment 
come on and remgin until the close of the exposi- 
tion. The post can then be abandoned and the 
property sold, Steps will be taken to induce the 
revocation of the order abolishing the post. The 
trouble seems to be that for some time a snit has 
been pending imisiituted by the citizens in the im- 
medizte vicinity for the opening of a street through 
the grounds. It is not known, but it may be 
thet this was the cause of the 
order, the government not wishing to by 
interfered with in the matter. While the citizens 
immediately around the barracks would be pleased 
to be rid of some ofthe snrroundings, no one has 
any objection to the soldiers, and many of our citi- 
zens have made urgent appeals to our congressmen 
and senators to igen! ar and continue the barracks 
in Atlanta. The soldiers who are stationed here 
make no interference with our citizens and spend 
all their earnings with our merchants and furnish a 
source of large revenue to Atlanta. 

Captain C W Williams, quartermaster, has been 
ordered to Fort Brown, Texas, but he cannot leave 
before he makes his transfer of the public property 
now in hischarge. Itis probable that he will not 
get away for several months.

Dallas was a great man and a_ patriot, but 
Paulding and Van Wert went mighty well to- 
gether, and they ought never to have been 
separated, Paulding and Van Wert captured 
Andre in the revolution, and Van Wert used 
to be the county seat, and they cut off some 
of Paulding and called it Polk and named the: 
county seat Cedartown, and left poor Van 
Wert out in the cold, and then Rockmart was 
built up and Van Wert died without a fune- 
ral. Itsall wrong, and I wish they would 
change the name of Dallas to Van Wert, for 
its a bettername and. will hand down the 
memory of a noble soldier and a_ true patriot 
to future generations. Now,if they hadnamed 
Cedartown Dallas it would have been all 
right, for Polk and Dallas run together just 
hke Paulding and Van Wert. 

The right of way through Cobb and Pauld- 
ingisabout all clear. Most of the people 
along the line gave it for nothing and throwd 
in their welcome and good will, but every- 
body ain'talike in this subloonary world, and 
some few had to be paid. But it was no big 
thing all told, and 1 think $1,200 will cover 
the cost from the junetion to Rockmart, and 
the exhibition of liberality and good sense is 
acompliment to the people. Some old-fash- 
ioned people don't like railroads no way 
you can fix em, and I don’t blame em, for I 
do have a hankering after the good old times 
myself when niggers was and we used to 
wagon cotton to Augusta. I know we can't 
get along now without railroads, but I can’t 
torget how happy we were in the olden time, 
when we lived plain and our wants were few 
and we had plenty of time. The scarcity of 
time troubles me now more than anything 
else, for I don’t believe the days are as long 
as they used to be and there’s not as many ot 
em. 

One man says he to me: ‘‘’Squire, I run’d 
away from a railroad thirty years ago, away 
down in Morgan, and I hid out up here and 
have livedin peace, and now here comes an- 
other one of the cussed things a follerin’ me 
up. [don’t want you to come on my land. 
Pil get a junction agin you ef Il can. I'm 
nigh enuf to market. I can go to Atlanty in 
a day, and ef there’s a show in town I can go 
to it and see the female critters dance round, 
and I can sell my cotton and buy the old wo- 
man and the gals a few tricks,and come home, 
and that’s all the use I’ve got for Atlanty, for 
hit’s a God forsaken village: and lm like Jeff 
Davis in the last war: I want to be let 
atone, and if you'll git offen my land I'll be 
obleeged to yvou,and me and you'll be friends.” 

Another mansays he tome: *‘The railroad is 
gwine to damage me asight, I can’t paster 
ny stock no more and the engine willskeermy 
horses, and I’ve got a young mule that Goliah 
nor Moses couldn't hold, and I'll have fo sell 
him, for when that bullgine comes a snorten 
he would jump over a pine tree, and I'll have 
to swap him off, and maybe lose ten or fifteen 
dollars in the trade.” 

But the women, God bless ‘em all, stand up 
for the railroad and want.it to come, for the 
poor creatures are penned up at home from 
January to Christmas, and don’t see anything 
but the same old road to a nabor’s house and 
tothe country church, and I don’t blame 
‘em for wanting to set their 
emotions free and look out upon the winged 
machine that gives life and energy to the busy 
world, 

Rockmart is the coziest little town I know 
of—a little gem hid in behiud the mineral 
hills—a quiet, unpretending place, where a 
tired man can be happy if he wants to. I say 
a quiet place, but there is more buiness done 
here and less fuss made over it than any town 
leversaw. The local freights at this point 
average now $3,500a month. They ship the 
finest lumber in the world ard they shipslate 
and copper ore in quantity—they buy from 
five to. six thousand bales of cotton here ina 
season. This place isin the southern edge of 
the finest valley in Georgia the best for clover 
and grass.and stock. This place is almost sur- 
rounded by mountains which are rich in yal- 
uable minerals—iron ore, slate, marble, cop- 
per, cément and grindstone grit and lime 
rock. This little town lieson the banks of 
Kuharlee creek that has water power enough 
within five miles to run « as 
many spindles and looms as are on the Merri- 
mack, The prospective wealth and prosperity 
of this locality can only be conjectured, but 
there is iron ore enough and slate enough, and 
marble enough, and other minerals to give 

yrofitable investment for millions of dollars. 

i these surroundings were at the north, this 
peony around Bockmart would command 
millions of doliars. The time will come and 
is not far distant when the slate quarries will 
give employment to a thousand Welchmen 
and the slate which is best yet discovered on 
the continent will find a market in every 
southern city. This iron ore will supply a 
dozen furnaces and this marble will build 
our new capitol .and as soon as Mr. 
Cole's road is built this lime 
will be shipped by the ear. load 
to southern Georgia and Florida. When I 
was in Florida, last winter, they were paying 
three dollars for a barrel of lime at Sanford, 
and right here it is selling for ten cents a 
bushel. They have a caen stone here that, 
when first quarried, can be planed, or sawed, 
or turned in a lathe into urns, or orna- 
ments, or flower-pots, and on exposure 
to the air gets as hard as flint. In 
fact there's anything and everything in these

West is fixing to extend his road to Birming- 
ham and Gainesville, and then Rockmart 
is bound to be the first industrial 
town in the state, for the Creator 
never filled up these hills for nothing. All 
hail to the new line—Powder Springs for 
jleasure, Dallas for health, and Rockmart for 
industry, and Mr. Cole’s road will be kept 
busy.

I've been to hotels 
where the only clean place in the towel that 
hung in the piaza was a hole, but this is not 
that sort.

. Before the Wedding and After. 

The reception of an engaged girl by the 
family of her future husband should be most 
cordial, and no time should he lost in civing 
her a warm welcome. It ix the momentot all 
others when she will feel such a welcome 
most gratefully, and when any neglect will 
be certain to give her the keenest sayy ink Oh 
ness, It is the fashion for the mother of the 
groom to invite both the family ef the ex- 
pectant bride and herself to a dinner as soon 
after the formal announcement of the engage- 
ment as possible. The two families should 
meet bad should make friendships at once. 
This is important. 

It is to naar near relatives that the probable 
date of the wedding day is first whispered, in 
time to allow of much consultation and prep- 

‘aration in the selection of wedding gifts. 
And when the invitations are out, then can 
come in the outer world-with their more 
hastily procured gifts; rare specimens of 
china, little paintings, ornaments for the per- 
son—all, all are in order. 

If the wedding is at home, the space where 
the bridal party is to stand is usually marked 
off by aribbon, and the clergyman comes 
down in his robes before the bridal pair; they 
face him, and he faces the company. Has- 
socks are prepared for them to kneel upon. 
After the ceremony the clergyman retires, and 
the bridal party take his place, standing to re- 
ceive their friends’ congratulations. 

Should there be dancing at a wedding, it is 
proper for the bride to open the first quadrille 
with the best man, the groom dancing with 
the first bridemaid. It is not, however, very 
customary for a bride to dance, er for dancing 
to occur at an evening wedding. After the 
bridal pair return from their wedding tour 
the bridemaids each give them a dinner or a 
party, or show some attention, if they are so 
situated that they can doso. The members 
of the two families, also, each give a dinner 
to the young couple. 

No friend should be deterred from sending 
a small present, one not representing a money 
value, because other and richer people can 
send a more expensive one. Often the little 
gift remains as a most éndearing and usetul 
souvenir. 

As for the conduct of the betrothed pair 
during their engagememt, our American 
mammas are apt to be somewhat more lenient 
in their views of the liberty to be allowed 
than are the. English. With the latter, no 
young lady is allowed to dine alone with her 
fiance; there must be a servant behind. No 
young lady must visitin the family of her 
fiance, unless he has a mother to receive her. 
Nor is she allowed to go to the theater alone 
with him, or totravel under his escort, to stop 
at the same hotel, orto relax one of those 
rigid rules which a severe chaperon would en- 
force; and it must be allowed that tis severe 
and careful attention to appearances is in the 
best tatse. 

Itis nowavery convenient and pleasant 
custom forthe bride to announce with her 
wedding cards two or more reception days 
during the winter after her marriage, on 
Which her friends can call upon her, The 
certainty of finding a bride at home is very 
pleasing. On these Occasions she does not 
wear her wedding dress, but receives as if she 
had entered society as one of its members, 

The bride. should be very attentive ynd con- 
ciliatory to all her busband’s friend’ They 
will look with interest upon her from. the 
moment they hear of the engagement, and it 
is the worst taste for her to snow indifference 
to them. 

After the marriage invitations are issued, 
the lady does notappear in public. Lhe period 
of card leaving after a wedding is not yet defi- 
hitely fixed. Some authorities say ten days, 
but that in a crowded city, and with an im- 
mense acquaintance, would be quite impos- 
sible. If only invited to the church many 
ladies consider that they perform their whole 
duty by leaving a card some time during the 
winter, and including the young couple in 
their subsequent invitations. Very rigorous 
people call, however, within ten days, and it 
invited to the house, the call is still more 
imperative, and should be made soon after 
the wedding. But if a young couple do not 
send their future address, but only invite one 
toa church wedding, there often a very 
serious difficulty in knowing where to call, 
and the first visit must be, indefinitely post- 
poned until they send caWls notifying their 
friends of their whereabouts. 

Wedding invitations require no answer. 
But people living at a distance, who cannot 
attend the wedding, should send their cards 
by mail, to assure the hosts that the invita- 
tion hasbeen received. People with a large 
acquaintance cannot always invite all their 
friends, of course, to a wedding reception; 
and therefore invite all to the church. Some- 
times people who are to give a small wedding 
at home request an answer to the wedding in- 
vitation; in that case, of course, an answer 
should be sent, and people should be very 
careful not to ignore these flattering invita- 
tions, Any carelessness is inexcusable when 
so important an event is on the tapis. Bride- 
maids, if prevented by illness or sudden be- 
reavement from officiating, should notify the 
bride as soon as possible, as itis a difficult 
thing after a bridal cortege is arranged to 
make itover. As tothe wedding tour, it is 
no longer considered obligatory, nor. is the 
seclusion of the honeymoon demanded. 

if the bridal pair go to a watering place dur- 
ing theirearly married days, they should be 
very careful of outward display of temderness. 
Such ,exhibitions in the cars or in public 
places as one often sees, of the bride laying 
her head on her husband’s shoulder, holding 
hands, or kissing, are at once vulgar and inde- 
cent. All public display of an affectionate 
nature should be sedulously avoided. The 
young couple are not expected, unless for- 
tune has been exceptionally kind, to be im- 
mediately responsive in the matter.of enter- 
tainments. The outer world is only too 
happy to entertain them. 

gut the announcement of a day on which 
the bride will receive her friends is almost in- 
dispensable. The refreshments on these oe- 
casions should not exceed tea and cake, or, at 
the most, punch, tea, chocolate and cakes, 
which may stand on a table at one end of the 
room, or may be handed by a waiter. Boul- 
lon, on a cold day of winter, is also in order, 
and isperhaps the most serviceable of all 
simple refreshments. For in giving a ‘four 
o'clock tea,’’ or several day receptions, a 
large eniertainment is decidedly vulgar.— 
Harper's Bazar.

A FEW SOLDI 


TO APPEASE THE AVERAGE ITAL- 
IAN MIND. 


Dr. Harrison Meets With Some Rare Experiences 
in Italy--A Mation of Shameless Beggars, Whose 
Constant Business It Is to Fleece the 
Stranger--Glimpses About Florence. 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 

Frorence, Itaty, August 22, 1881,—I took 
leave of Venice with the only feeling of re- 
gret I have felt in departigg from any Italian 
town. The manner of life in Venice suited 
my tastes and inclinations. If I chose retire- 
ment, the privacy of my reom was all that I 
could wish. If I desired to see the city, by 
day or night, a word tothe porter brought a 
gondola, with its printed fare-tariff on the 
seatin frontof me. By day, 1 franc, or 19 
cents, for the first hour, half a franc for every 
succeeding hour. For a whole day often hours, 
five franc, or 95 cents, American money. This 
was certainly little enough to pay for a luxu- 
rious ride upon these waters. Atnight, when 
the grand canal is in its glory, the gondolier 
takes another man to help him, and the fare 
is doubled. But, let not an unsophisticated 
American dream that the Italians care for 
tariffs and laws, if, by evading them, a lira 
or franc can be made, 

The fact is, the business of Italy consists at 
present of fleecing travelers. The whole coun- 
try seems to be a vast bureau whose opera- 
tions, first and last; will extract the last sou 
from the stranger's pocket. The process, as I 
have seen it, amounts to this: I had a “‘circu- 
lar ticket,’ taking me from Turin, by way of 
Venice, Rome, Naples, Pisa and Genoa to 
Turin. This ticket must be ‘‘stamped”’ at the 
station of departure, Arrived from your hotel, 
the porter of that institution hands your 
portmanteau toa railroad porter. The hotel 
porter escorts the railroad porter to the scales 
where your baggage is weighed; then the 
weigher reports to the registry clerk, who 
gives youa miserable piece of paper, with 
some scratches on it, and this purports to be 
a certificate which will obtain your “‘baggage’’ 
atthe end of the journey. Here three pay- 
ments are to be made. One for the freighton 
a carpet bag, one to his honor the hotel por- 
ter, for riding with you in the omnibus and 
seeing the railroad take your 
baggage in hand. Then, this last functionary, 
the porter of the railroad, shouts ‘‘soldi,”’ 
with an intensity of energy which is electri- 
eal, It brings the “soldi” from the depths of 
your pocket, and if you have no copper coins, 
and entrust the fellow with halfa franc, ora 
whole one, he disappears like anfeel, wriggling 
through the crowd, and you never see him 
again. Ten centessimi, or two American 
cents is his legal charge—if he gets more, he 
resigns his commission forthe day and ab- 
sconds, Having your ticket “stamped,” and 
and your baggage “‘registered,”’ and paid for— 
the hotel porter unwisely paid before you 
had found the cars, or obtained a_ place, an- 
other railroad functionary steps in and lays 
the foundation for another claim of ‘‘soldi.”’ 
You might have said this last investment, ‘‘if 
you had known’’—alas! there isthe trouble! 
you do not know! The doors of the waiting 
room are locked until a few minutes before 
train time; then comes arush, Every man 
shows his ticket to the fellow with a punch, 
he snipsat it and you pass on. Here a tusse! 
begins. There are first, second and third class 
cars, or compartments, rather, for the same 
ear may be divided into all three. The = in- 
genious traveler can distribute himselt in 
pieces, after stich fashion as to get nearly all 
ofacompartment to himself. By putting a 
hatin one seat, a spy-glass in another, an 
umbrella ina third, and a hand-sack ina 
fourth, whilst he deposits himself in a fifth, 
he manages to create the conviction that the 
compartment is full. Heads peerin, draw 
back, and passon. The weather is hot, and 
there is a crowd there, in that compartinent. 
A few “‘soldi,’’ judiciously bestowed, will 
bring the railroad traveling porters into the 
case, and you are secure. 

The drain on the ‘‘soldi” has only begun. 
Not a drop of water can be found on the cars. 
The land 1s thirsty, the air is thirsty, you are 
thirsty. For thirty, forty, fifty miles, it may 
be, you suffer. Suddenly the train stops. 
Now for water! but no sooner have 
you put a foot to the earth than 
ut whistle blows, and the porter 
shuts the door of the coach. In ten feet of 
you ‘‘aqua fresca”’ and ‘“‘acqua gela’’—fresh 
water and ice-water, are retailed by men and 
women to a pushing, shouting, yelling crowd, 
but you can get none. Your feeble pipes lack 
the true Italian ‘‘vim,”’ but if your voice 
lacks it your moncy possesses it. The train 
has not started, and may not for ten minutes 
perhaps. At all events slip a few “soldi” 
into the hands of the gentleman with the gold 
lace cap on, and inatrice you have the water at 
the window. You shell out your soldi, ac- 
cording to circumstances, l paid two cents 
fora small glass of water, with eight or ten 
drops of lemon juice in it—the aforesaid 
lemon being squeezed by an old woman with 
very dirty hands, and my change given’ me 
by a young girl with a rather pretty face and 
exceedingly dirty hands. However, t was 
suffering severely and the lemon water was 
good. This operation is repeated, with varia- 
tions, at every stopping place. You feel a 
little chagrin when it turns out that you had 
plenty of time without feeing the railroad 
porter. For, after some minutes, a fellow in 
royal uniform rings a bell—the ,engine re- 
ples with a shrill whistle. Everybody runs 
to the cars, but still they are not off. Then a 
gentleman, with churos and gold lace, blows 
a horn, and the engine answers that by a 
whistle, a bell rings again, another whistle, 
another blast of the bugle, and we depart 
with all the honors of war. | These formalities 
are not observed at every station. If they 
were, you would not be deceived by the pre- 
liminary snort of the engine, and might pro- 
cure a glass of water and drink it at leisure. 
But, if you try this, perhaps at the next 
station the bell rings and the engine starts at 
once, and you may have to ma a trance, the 
tumbler of water, and scramble into your 
carriage, or be left by the train. The whole 
thing looks to me as a conspiracy’to force the 
traveler to ‘shell out” his small change, He 
must dothis or suffer great inconvenience 
and real pain. 

Arrived at your destination the rain of 
“soldi” begins again. You show your ticket 
to the puncher at the “Uscita,’’ the gate of 
exit. You are now ushered into the presence 
of two or three dozen omnibus and hotel por- 
ters. Having selected your hotel in advance, 
,you join the din and yell at the top of your 
voice the name of your house. <A porter re- 
sponds, but it is summer time, there is not 
much travel and his omnibus is not on hand. 
There is a carriage, however, pate of them, 
and he has already arranged for one. A rag- 
ged, dirty, bareheaded boy starts on a run, 
shouts to the cabman, and in half a minutg 
you are seated, But not. to rest yet awhile’ 

ou give up your receipt, and the porter goes 
for your portmanteau. Whilst he is gone the 
aforesaid boy that walked orran ten steps and 
shouted at the cabman, values the walk and 

the shout at precisely ten “‘soldi,”’ and he be- 
gins to argue his cause. To stop his hideous 
mouth you toss him a penny, which he pock- 
ets, and, like Oliver Twist, asks for ‘‘more.”’

When 
the conveyance arrives at the hotel I request 
the landlord, or one that looks like a land- 
lord to pay my coachfare and charge it to me. 
But I notice that three or four officials are 
present. I hand the portmanteau to No, 1, 
who lodges it into No. 2’s hands; and he in 
turn passes it to No. Meanwhtle the 
shaw! has been seized by a fourth, while a fifth 
conducts me, followed by the procession of 
butlers, waiters, cooks and chambermaids, to 
my apartment. I learn, to my sorrow, that 
every individua] who occupied a place in this 
parade expects a few ‘soldi’ at the time of 
my departure. One may feel very proud at 
the head of such a Falstaffian brigade, but I 
confess I thought the game was not worth the 
candle. At the rate of ten ‘soldi’ percapita, 
the dress parade on reception is rather acostly 
proceeding to last for su short a time. 

When the hour of vacating comes and the 
“bill” is paid, into which bill every possible 
‘“‘extra’’ enters of course, tlhe news has gone 
forth that the ‘‘Seignor Americano’”’ is about 
to go. There are many turns, windings, crev- 
ices and crypts in an Italian hotel. The first 
one will be occupied by the chambermaid. 
It would be downright ingratitude to refuse 
her claim for ‘‘soldi.”” Has she not made 
up a hard bed, and brought you a 
decanter of water you dare not drink? 
Half a franc is the smallest anrount a Chris- 
tian conscience can allow you to pay her, 
although in your bill you have already paid a 
france per diem for ‘‘service.” I pay it, and 
three paces beyond come face to face with the 
gentleman in a swallow-tail coat and brass 
buttons. Heit was that brought me dishes 
in the dining room that I could not possibly 
eat, and his looks are eloquent for “soldi,” 
and a good many of them. Iam going away, 
as I came, hungry, but this gentleman waiter 
acted as proxy in eating the articles I did not 
touch, and he must be paid. Unfortunately, 
I have nothing less than a franc, and this gen- 
tleman was never known to have any change. 
The frane goes. Sadly 1 turn a winding, and 
there standsthe butler, with the most gracious 
smile, and the most intelligible petition for 
‘soldi’ on his handsome _ tace. To 
such a finely arrayed gentleman | would 
not think of giving twenty cents in America, 
for fear of insulting him. But here it isa 
different thing. Ihave only franc pieces, bits 
of paper rather, for there is no silver in Italy, 
at least there is none in circulation. Our 
fractional currency in paper somewhat 
resembled this. Down goes a franc to his 
honor, the butler, and I breathe freer, but 
only fora moment. As [ descend to the hall 
there is the veritable gentleman, the porter, 
who escorted me from the station, two days 
azo. He must be paid now, for another por- 
ter is going with me to the depot and he will 
get his ‘soldi’ there. The franc goes and | 
turn down the hall only to see the shining 
faces and expectant looks of the grand bri- 
sade who received me into the hotel. I have 
only paid the chiefs of the army; the rank 
and file are before me, and loner, patriotisin 
and all thé noble sentiments of human 
nature forbid that their merits should be 
overlooked. If lL hada handful of “soldi” J 
would toss them in the air and bid the clam- 
orous erowd to scramble forthem.

give halfafranc to the most venerable, 
most distinguished-looking gentleman officer 
in the hotel brigade, and only ‘‘soldi”” pieces 
to the remainder. The reader, if should 
ever travel in Italy, will act a sensible 
man if he begin where I lett off. 

Of course the sight-seeing is an expenditure 
that must be made. Seven francs a day is the 
usual amount L[ have paid for the services of a 
guide, These individuals, if they are intelli- 
gent and honest, earn their money, and | have 
no reason to complain of them, except that 
they are not, asa rule, able to speak English 
intelligently, and [ have adopted the plan of 
making them talk to me in Italian; slowly, so 
that | could understand them very readily. 
[ preferred this to the ‘“‘pigeon English’ that 
most of them are very proud ot. by this 
means, too, I have learned something of the 
various dialects, which are numerous in Italy. 
Taking things easily, stopping the rattle «oi 
the guide and making him talk his own 
tongue slowly, and asking questions here-and 
there, | have made these guides of great ser- 
vice to me. 

On entrance toa picture gallery two francs 
must be paid—one for myself and another 
for the guide. This is an imposition, but a 
guide is a luxury, and must be paid for. Then 
{ move into another ante-room, where a gen- 
tleman kindly requests me to give up ny 
stick, for which he gives mea check, and for 
this afew ‘soldi’ will befexpectediat the end of 
the tour of inspection. After we have looked 
over the art treasures We are both very thirsty, 
and one of the innumerable cafes or restau- 
rants is always near by, and we stop and take 
a bottle of rassose, or effervescing lemonade, 
avery cooling and pleasantly flavored drink. 
Of course J pay for both; but itis a point of 
honor withthe guide to call for nothing high- 
er in price than that served to his Jemploye.r. 

In visiting the churches in the morning, the 
entrance is generally free, but they are al- 
ways dark, anda taper must be lighted for 
some purpose or to show some Curiosity, and 
afew “‘soldi’’? must go to the sacristan for 
these purposes, At every convenient point I 
meetan old woman, olten in “unwomanly 
rags,”’ who tellsina dolorous voice a sad story, 
but I usually am deaf and blind to these 
appeals. They are not always, nor generally, 
worthy people, and I feel noscruple in letting 
them talk without appearing to observe them, 
A toothless crone, in St. Mark’s, however, 
played me an ingenious trick. She had 
mumbled over something about ‘‘povera,”’ 
‘“miseracordia,.’ and the like, as | came in the 
door, and followed me half around the church. 
When I came out, she was some distance 
from the door, but seeing me about to leave, 
as quick as a girl of sixteen could have done 
it, she darted across the floor, took herstation 
at the door, and as I arrived, she raised,the 
heavy cloth curtain, always suspended at 
church doors. With a look of triumph she 
appealed to me. She had performed some 
‘service’ for the signor, cine deserved to be 
wry The trick amused me, and I gave her 
alfa dozen ‘‘soldi,’’ which brightened her 
face, and brought a very graceful bow. She 
was a good actress, and-had studied her part 
well. 

The 
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‘ailway from Venice to Florence, 
passes through an extensive  flax-growing 
country.. It was the first time I had seen flax 
grown as a staple commodity, and the _ pros- 
rect on either side of the road, from Padua to 
acetone was very interesting. In all stages 
the stalks cut and piled or stacked into 
sheaves of eight or ten feet in height. The 
stalks under water, weighed down in pools by 
rocks—and the bleached article ready for the 
last process—all these were in view. Some of 
the plants were left standing for seeding pur- 
poses. I have no means of knowing, but 
from the hasty glance in transitu, I should 
say the harvest was good, and the culture a 
profitable one. From Bologna to Pistoja, the 
railway pierces the Appenine range of moun- 
tains, and we passed through no less than 
forty-six railroad tunnels. It seemed to me 
that we were nearly half the time 
under ground. Before reaching  Pistoja, 
one river, the Reno, is crossed nineteen 
times, and the road ascends toa point 2,000 
feet above the level of the sea. Immense la- 
bor was expended in the construction of the 
line, and I could not restrain my udmiration 
for the excellent masonry that appears every- 
where. When on top of the range of moun- 
tains, night had just fallen, and we could see 
the city of Pistoja, in the valley below us 
nearly an bour before wé had wound around 


the defiles and descend@i by heavy grades to 


~ 


the railway station. It was a picturesque 
scene, more beautiful to my eyes than any 
paintings in Italy. Every rod of* this territo- 
ry is consecrated soil, sacred to Roman his- 
tory, and the memory of the heroes, oraturs 
and poets of the eternal city. | 

To Florence we came early in the evening, 
having traced the valley of the Arno, a stream 
which one could easily cross at this time with- 
out getting the feet wet. Arrived at Florence, 
at the “Grand Hotel New York,” I expected, 
from the American name, to find a live yan- 
kee in charge, but was disappointed. <A cour- 
teous native of Switzerland mingled French 
and English with multitudinous gestures un- 
til | was glad to waik out on the bridge over 
the Arno, and get some fresh air. This bridge, 
at the foot of which the hotel stands, is about 
one hundred and fifty yards wide, and the 
gaslights, ina seinijcircle, following the wall 
of the river bank, glittered and sparkled in 
the water below like a vision of beauty. In 
one spot I saw these lights retlected in the 
water from the shore hid above another 
bridge. They were divided by an arch into 
the form of an immense harp, the long strings 
of golden brightness and as a breeze gently 
ruffled the water, the columns of light wa- 
vered and trembled, as if invisible figures 
were touching the chords and sweeping 
strains of music too delicate for mortal ear. 
Late into the night I mused upon these 
scenes, every change of my position bringing 
new imitative forms to view, and gave 
me a profound sensation of pleasure. Here, 
at last, I thought, I have found a large and 
beautiful Italian river—somethipg worthy of 
the name of river. But, when I walked out 
next morning the scene was changed. <A few 
hundred yards from the bridge on which I 
stood last night, the river was enclosed by a 
dam, acting as a lock, and belowa mill house; 
the Arno was buta creek, fifteen or twenty 
feet in width! This is sunimer time, however, 
and all Italy is in undress—winter time she is 
in her holiday apparel. The formation of the 
whole region through which | have passed is 
limestone, and only limestone. The earth is 
cracked and seamed by dry weather, for it has 
not rained here in more than ten weeks. 

Of Florence itself, it would be impossible 
to speak in suitable terms, without entering 
into details. Il attended service in the great 
Duomo, or cathedral, andin the Church of 
the Annunciation. In the first there was a 
poor parade, slimly attired, and in the last, 
there was a great, unaccountable nvise, which 
people said was excellent Italian music. It 
may be so, but L soon got enough of it, and 
was glad to escape. <A drive around the city, 
to the heights overlooking the valley for many 
miles, was delighttul. All Florence lay in 
her gayest plumage at my feet. Churches, 
towers, domes and palaces, exceeding fair to 
view—at a distance. The whole length of the 
splendid park, down tothe end, where a 
monument stands to an Indian prince who 
died here many years ago—and back again in 
company with many of the chattering Floren- 
tines prepared me for quiet rest that night. 
The Uffize gallery and thatofthe Pitti palace, 
[Le saw, as a matter of course, but they are 
much the same as other large collections 
of art treausures. My most interesting visit 
was to the Dominican convent, or monastery, 
rather, where numerous relics of Savonarola 
are exhibited. He was burnt asa _ heretic in 
Florence in 1498, and they show a piece of the 
wood from the pile that consumed him. His 
books, with notes in his own hand, the sack- 
cloth which he wore, the picture of the cross 
which he carried to collect a congregation in 
Florence, and the cell in which he slept- 
these. and more, the visitor is shown. I have 
at home, one of Savonarola’s books, printed 
in 1499, the year after he was burned, and 
the old volume will new interest to 
me hereafter. There was a painting on the 
wall, done. by a monk, a representation of the 
poor old man’s martyrdom. This was a little 
strange to me. It looked like killing the 
prophets, and then building monuments to 
them—all by the sons of Rome! For here, in 
the monastery, the monument the 
burned hero, who w reformer before 
Luther had arrived at man’s estate. 

The political condition of Italy, as it has 
unfolded itself to me, after patient investiga- 
tion, | shall make the subject of a special let- 
ter when I arrive in Rome. There are rumors 
and stories of troubles not a few, in the Ital- 
lan air. One report is, that a serious riot oc- 
curred at Rome a few evenings ago, and that 
the people of that city are determined that 
his holiness, the pope, must change his place 
of residence. One Italian paper I picked up, 
asks the pertinent question: ‘‘If papa goes to 
France to live, what is to become of the 
French republic?” The Italian government 
appears to be eminently wise and conserva- 
tive, but. pressure may be brought to bear 
Which the mild, and rather indolent King 
Humbert may find impossible to resist. One 
thing is evident here, the growth of a strong 
and bitter national feeling against the French. 
Of this, more anon, WwW.
